ON BOARD THE POST-DISPATCH BOAT, HAVANA, Cuba, March 2.— 
“We are going to blow her.up mighty soon!” : 
That remark is said to have been dropped by a Spanish General on the very day 


that the Maine was destroyed. 
Two days afterward a man, whose name we have withheld for fear that if the 


Spanish authorities learned it they would cause him trouble, mysteriously came into. 


the rooms of the Post-Dispatch correspondent and said he had a friend who was 
willing to swear to a conversation he had overheard between two Spanish Generals, 
one Spanish marine officer and a Spanish citizen of Havana. 

The person in question was sent by the Post-Dispatch correspondent to Gen. 
Lee, who turned him over to the Naval Court of Inquiry last Friday. This wit- 
néss was before that court to testify. 

He said that on the morning of the day of the explosion he was a passenger of 
the ferryboat between Guanabacoa and Havana on his way to work; that on the 
ferryboat were two Spanish Generals, one Spanish marine officer and a citizen of 
Havana; that he heard one General say as the ferryboat was passigg the Maine: 

“We willnot have that ship much longer. We are going to get rid of her, and 
she will wish she had never come into our harbor.” 

The citizen asked: 

“Why, how and when are you going to get rid of her?” 

The General answered: 

“We are going to blow her up mighty soon.” 

_ The witness, an Italian, who thoroughly understands Spanish, was much im- 
pressed with what he had heard, and upon his arrival in Havana he immediately told 
his friend what he had heard, suggesting that he inform Capt. Sigsbee of the apparent 
danger his ship was in. 

His friend advised the witness to keep his mouth shut, as the General was only 
bluffing, and if he told the conversation he (the witness) might get into trouble. 
But the witness was so impressed that when he returned home in the evening 
he avoided that ferry on account of its proximity to the Maine, taking another line, 
which landed him nearly a mile further from home. That night at 9:20 o’clock the 
explosion occurred. cas

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NO EUROPEAN POWER IS LIKELY TO 
HELP SPAIN IN A WAR WITH THE UNITED STATES.

LONDON, March 2.—Spain will not have the aid of any European power 
if war is waged with the United States. At least that is the opinion of all well 
informed politicians of note here. A rumor to the contrary is treated with entire 
incredulity in political circles of London. 

A Post-Dispatch representative discussed the question in the House of Com- 
mons lobby with several members of Parliament who are ackndéwledged’ author- 
ities on foreign affairs. All concurred in expressing the opinion that should war 
break out between the United States and Spain in relation to Cuba both powers 
would have a fair field and have no favors as far as European countries are 
concerned. 

Sir Charles Dilke, the highest unofficial authority on such questions in English 
politics, has already, at an earlier stage of the difficulty between Spain and the 
United. States, stated for-the Post-Dispatch his belief that no European power 
would intervene. He reiterates that view. Sir Charles Dilke said: 

“Nothing has occurred to alter my opinion in that regard, although I cannot 
believe that war is likely to take place. No European power has any direct interest 
in helping Spain.” 

Thomas Gibson Bowlés, M. P., who last night delivered a long and able 
speech in the House of Commons on the Far Eastern imbroglio, said to the 
Post-Dispatch: 

“T should think it most unlikely that any European power would interpose to 
help Spain or otherwise. I don’t see what power is to do so or why any power 
There is no European interest touched by this Cuban business that 
would tenfpt any country to meddle with it.” 

These statements indicate the general trend of opinion here, which, while re- 
garding the possibility of war as remote, treats such an eventuality as purely an 
affair for the two countries concerned. 

It is right to add, however, that the skepticism about the possibility of war 
ig not shared in diplomatic circles. 

A leading member of the St. James Club, where diplomatists principally fore- 
gather, told the Post-Dispatch correspondent last night that an official belonging 
to the Spanish embassy said to a circle of friends: 

“A rupture may take place any day; Spain being more likely to bring it 
about even than the United States. 

“The position of the Spanish government is becoming intolerable and the

“T have been fortunate so far. There isa 


great dea) in that. Of course I am always 
ccotedl not to run any unnecessary risks, 


and all our apparatus is examined to see 
that it Is in perfect working order before a 
diver descends, but even then there are 
certain chances of accident. Personally, I 
don’t think they are very great if a diver 
knowe his business. I feel just as safe 
when working under water as I shou on 
the deck of a vessel. I have been diving for 
60 many years that every phase of the work 
is an old story to me now.” 

The diving suit which Capt. BPverett 
wears, and which !s the one generally used 
by all divers, is made of India rubber, with 
a helmet and breastplate of copper. Outside 
of the rubber, to protect it from hard usage, 
an extra suit of canvas overalls is worn, 
and after a rough piece of work this can- 
vas is frequently torn to shreds. Around his 
waist the diver wears a belt made of bars 
of lead fastened crosswise on a leather 
ban His shoes are of metal, heayly 
weighted, so that he can maintain an erect 

tion easily, ahd the entire sult with 
which he enters the water weighg about 175 
This is necessary to enable him to 
to the required depth. The helmet is 
supplied with windows of thick glass, one 
in t and two others at each side of it, 
eo that by turning his head slightly inside 
the helmet the diver can see for some dis- 
tance around him. 

The air tube, upon which his abfiity to re- 
main below d nds, is of strong, 
rubber, through which the fresh air from 
above is driven down by means of a pump. 
This tube, before reaching the opening in 
the helmet through which the air is sup- 
plied to the diver, is carried through a ring 
on the breastplate at the diver’s left shoul- 
der. This is so that he may be able to grasp 
it quickly, without having to grope for it, 
in case he needs to signal to those at the 
pump above. One pull on the tube means 
that he wants more air and two pulls warn 
the pumpers that he is getting too much, 
If the air were supplied in excess, the suit 
would become so buoyant that it would 
tend to rise, and thereby Interfere with the 
diver’s -operations. After being passed 
through the shoulder ring the tube goes 
around and enters the helmet at the back. 
From here the air passes through a flat 
rubber tube to the top of the helmet, where 
the single tube divides into three branches, 
one of which goes down to the nostrils and 
the others to the ears. 

After the air has been breathed it pass 
on down inside the suit, inflating this suf- 
ficiently to overcome to a certain degree the 
hydrostatic pressure. Without air inside it, 
the rubber would be pressed against the qi 
ver's body and limbs by the wejght of the 
water, and would drive the,blood up into 
his head. There is another openipg in the 
back of the helmet through which the foul 
air its escape. 8 may be seen com- 
ing up to the top of the water in the form 
of bubbles. 

The liferope by which the diver ts low- 
ered and raised is about as thick as an ovyil- 
nary clothesline. It is wound securely 
about his waist and fastened under his 
arms. Thr pulls upon it signify to those 
above that the diver wishes to come up, 

It is possible to use electric lights under 
Water, but, as a matter of fact, it is not 
widwy done. Capt. Everett prefers to work 
without light rather than be put to the 
trouble of carrying and looking after one. 
“A diver has only two hands,”’ he says, 
“and if he has to use one to carry his light, 
he is vadly handicapped in his work. When 
I am in places where I cannot see at all, 
either by reason of the great depth or be- 
cause the water is muddy or foul. I work hy 
the sense of touch: Often I can do just as 
well that way as if I could see what I arn 
penenne. and this faculty is useful in night 

Telephones are sometimes used. where 

uent and detailed communication be- 
tween the diver and those above is desir- 
able, but here again Capt. Everett shows 
his preference for having as little extra in- 
cumbrance AS possible when he is below. 
He uses the telephone sometimes, but says 
that they are more or less in the way. 
‘_rhey are said to be useful,” he remarked 
when a diver wishes to inform those above 
that he is caught fast, but they can always 
by the feeling of the life- 
line. It gets tangled sometimes among the 
wreckage below, but the diver can usually 
get himself clear again with a little time 
and care.

KEY WEST, Fla., March 2.—Twenty-four 
officers and sailors of the Maine have been 
examined by the Naval Board and prob- 
ably as many more ‘yill appear to-day.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW. 


The decision of the United States Supréme Court that the 
law fixing an eight-hour work day in certain industries in 
Utah is constitutional is a very important one for labor.

EVIDENCE OF CHARACTER, 


The almost universal belief of the American people that the 
Spanish Government did not participate in the guilt of the 
treacherous destruction of the Maine is creditable to the 
American sense of honor and morality.

NEW YORK, March 2.—A letter from 
Ricas, Nicaragua, says: The Canal Com- 
mission has finished its work on the divis- 
jon of the canal project between Lake 
Nicaragua’and the Pacific and will cross 


the lake on the Victoria on a special trip 
to-day or to-morrow. The revolutionary 
outbreak delayed the commission live days, 
the Victoria not belng available as the GuvV- 
ermment was using the stcamer tor trans- 
porting troops. A preliminary report on the 
canal project could be made, should it be 
requested, for this session ol Congress. it 
would staie that the canal is wholly Teasi- 
ble, although specific reports as. to the 
more important features cou.d not be mace, 

The cost of the canal, based on the study 
and observation made up to the present 
time, is reckoned at about $100,000,0u0, Ar- 
riving at San.<arios, the party will go 
down the San Juan River as far as Ocho, 
proceeding from tails point into Greytown 
over the line of the canal. The line has 
been cleared and several well provisioned 
camps established for the use of Admiral 
Walker and his party. J. W. G, Walker 
and his party have moved their camp [rom 
San Pablo, on the La Jar, and are ngw 
reveral miles further westward, the cafial 
iine being cleared inland from the lake for 
about six miies. 

The present survey will resuit in a to- 
pographical map showing 2000 feet width 
across the western division, save in locali- 
ties where the higser iand prevalis. 

ine Alert, whose owners are to make a 
survey at Brito, similar work to that now 
being done by the officers of the Newport 
at Greytown, arrived at San Juan Del Sur 
on the night of Feb. 2. The Alert was de- 
tained at Acapulco on her voyage down 
from San Francisco for a week in conse- 
quence of the illness of Lieut. Young. 

There is no harbor at Brito. There is 
merely an indentation of the coast Ine, but 
the construction and maintenance of a har- 
bor are not regarded as difficult. 

Frank 8. Washburn has returned from 
Central America, where he went with a 
party of 13 to investigate the feasibility of 
the Nicaraguan Cana! construction. Among 
the party were F. Il. Cragan of Chicago and 
1. F, Cooley, an authority on ship canals 
and chief engineer of the Chicago 
Drainage Canal. Accompanying these 
men were the representatives of nine con- 
tracting firms, who have been asked to 
make a proposition to the syndicate repre- 
sented by F. I. Cragan for the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal. Mr. Washburn 
said last night that the committee would 
be ready to report to the syndicate in 
about a month. “As a summary of our 
opinions,”’ he added, “I may say that from 
nearly all points of view our impressions 
were more favorable than we anticipated 
and we found conditions better than have 
heen heretofore reportea. We found that 
ithe native laborers are excellent pickers 
end shovelers and the record of imported 
‘abor from Jamaica and the Southern 
States is excellent. It should be remem- 
hered that no labor can accomplish as much 
in that country as in our own. This fact, 
however, is partially offset by lesser wages. 
It is Impossible to say what the rate of 
wares would be when 20,000 or 30,000 men 
are required for employment on the canal, 
but at present common jabor in Nicaragua 
receives what is equivalent to 50 cents in 
gold a day. 


RUBBER IS GOING UP. 


The Demand Is Growing Larger Than 
the Supply. 

BOSTON, Mass., March 2.—There are in- 
dications that the price of rubber goods of 
nearly all kinds will soon undergo a ma- 
terial advance, and that a large quantity 
of inferior rubber manufactures will be 
thrown on the merket this season. Cana- 
dian manufacturers have already increased 
their prices 1 per cent, taking effect imme- 
diately. No action looking toward an in- 
crease in price has been taken by the Bos- 
ton dealers, but the gteneral expectation is 
that there will be an increase after May 1. 
The advance likely to result is due to the 
increased cost of crude rubber, and this is in 
turn due to the largely increased demand 
without a corresponding increase in the 
supply. Making rubb@ tires for vehicles 
of all kinds is becoming general, and the 
manufacture of bicycle tires has grown to 
an enormous extent inthe last year. There 
has also been an increased consumption of 
rubber boots and shocs, and, taking these 
all together, the demand has far exceeded 
the supply, with the natural result of in- 
creasing the price of crude rubber.

The Inspectors from Washington 
will be in Atlanta all day to-day and will 
‘then proceed to Ada, Ga., in Dooley Coun- 
tv. where the Postmaster was killed.

ON AVENUE. 


From the South and Great 
Southwest. . 


Washington avenue hasn't known such a 
prosperous spring for years. From Sixth 
to Tenth street both sides of the thorough- 
fare are lined with a steadily moving crowd 
of men and women, who are here from 
every part of the South and Southwest to 
trade with the merchants of St. Louis. The 
visitors will remain from a week to ten days 
each. As they depart, man by man, other 
out of town merchants will step in to take 
their places, and when April comes and the 


business rush is over and the strangers 
have all gone to their homes, hundreds of 
thousands of dollars will have been left in 
St. Louis by them. 

It is to the credit of the wholesale busi- 
ness men in all lines of this city that St. 
Louis has held, in the face of great odds, 
her place as a commercial center. New 
York boldly made a bid for Southern trade 
early in the spring by securing a low frieght 
rate by water. Tempting letters were cir- 
culated throughout the coveted section, and 
when St. Louis heard of it her bus.ness men 
not only met the cut out of their own pock- 
ets, but had the advantage of time in the 
shipment and arrival of goods at their des- 
tinations, All the old customers were thus 
retained, and many new ones were gained, 
so that to-day the wholesalers of Washing- 
ton avenue are in a position to say that 
business this year in all branches has in- 
creased over that of last year at least ® 
per cent. 

Last year was not a tight year, either. The 
sales laid over generously the sales of the 
three or four previous seasons and when‘ 
the year was reviewed the merchants con- 
pratulated each other upon the incteased 

usiness. And now, in the teeth of war ru- 
mors and the general disturbance of the 
Government, a bigger trade has come to 
them than the most sanguine wholesalers 
on the street had even looked for. 

A feature of the immense number of 
strangers who are overflowing the hotels 
and congesting the avenues of the wholesale 
district is the vast attendance of the ladies, 
Lower Washington avenue, between 11 and 
4 o‘clock has come to look like the city’s 
main promenade on a matinee afternoon.

She Is as- 
sured that all the novelties and choice of- 
ferings of stock will not be gone by the time 
she arrives, and she has also learned that 
the buyers from the more remote sections 
will be given -the first call on the fright 
service. Therefore she wisely waita until 
the crowd has thinned out and she knows 
ehe will get prompt attention and quick de- 
livery of orders.
